Sen. Desjardina Dead. 

Montreal, Jane. 5.—Hon. A. Desjar- 
dins died yesterday. afternoon at four 
o'clock at his home at Terrebonne 
from acute congestion of the brain, 
at the age of 71 years. 

Senator Desjardins ‘had a Jong and 
useful public career. He was a Con- 
servative in politics, sitting for Hoche- 
laga for 14 years, until 1892, when he 
was appointed to the Senate. 

He was mayor of Montreal in 1833, 
and Minister of Militia in 1806, in 
the Bowell Government. He was also 
Minister of Public Works in the Tup- 

r administration of the same year.

Alberta Is Steadily Turning From Her 
Gid Time Ranches to Wheat. 
There is one Cattle King-Jelt in 
Alberta. He is Pat Burns, of Calgary, 
the first, the last and the only Pat 
Burns. He has watched the tra 
tion as keenly as the old cattle man 
—perhaps more keenly. But he dif- 
fers with the old cattle man in that 
he has figured out the ultimate result. 
And he is not in the least pessimistic. 
Pat Burns is practically the only old 
time rancher left who can still count 
his steers by the thousand. He was 
one of the first men to try out the 
country~ as a cattle-raising district. 
That was back in.'89, when he came 
west with a few head of stock.’ Since 
then has become wéalthy, won- 
drously wealthy even for the west, 
where they made money in a hurry.

‘kept by each individual farmer, and 
Iattened and looked after instead of 
turned loose to rustle, take the place 
of the herd. The total number of 
cattle may not be quite as large, but 
what remain are fed up fat and 
zeody for market in the spring, where- 
as oftentimes in the old days- the loss 
‘by drifting, by freezing, by winter 
starvation was frightful. 

Just now Alberta, with the exception 
of Mr. Burns, Is not able: to raise 
enough cattle to mt ly her own needs 
and those of British Columbia, and 
the Burns steers, branded with a huge 
“N. HH.” on the ribs, are the only 
ones you may see any more traveling 
eastward for the old country. Last 
year only forty thousand head of cat- 
tle went out of the country. Ten 
years ago nearly four times that num. 

r crossed the ocean to make the fam- 
ous roast beef of old England. 

Some years ago it became evident 
that a change must come over the 
method of cattle: raising. The old 
ranch system demanded immense un- 
peopled areas. and as it is estimated 
that twenty acres is required to satis- 
factorily feed one steer it was in- 
evitable that settlement and home. 
steading in the cauntry could not go 
on without the sacrifice of the ranges 
on the part-of the cattle raisers. 
Therefore, as settlers commenced to 
make application for lands the Gov- 
ernment by cancelled the 
grazing lease and restricted seriously 
the operations of the cattle ranchers. 
Tn fact. many of the. larger outfits sold 
out and quit. business, swept aside 
by the changing gonditions. 

The result has been that in the last 
few years there have been very heavy 
sales of heifers and female stock, and 
there are fewer cattle on the range to- 
day than there have ever been since 

;1890.—Canadian Courier. ‘

Budapest, Hungary, Juno 8.—Count 
Tisza, president of the Lower House, 
had a very narrow escape from assas- 
Aination in the Diet yesterday morn- 
‘ty. He was fired upon three times 
by Deputy Julius Kovacs, who then 
shot himself probably with fatal ef. 
fect. Tisza was unscathed. 

Kovacs was one of the most bri!- 
liant members of the opposition, and 
was included in those who were eject- 
ed from the chamber on Wednesday 
because of disorderly conduct. 

The attack“upon the count is a di- 
Tect outcome of the agitation which 
has been persisted in since his elec- 
tiun as Speaker /on May 22. Tisza is 
an oppenent of universal suffraze, 
ad’on this issue his election was 
con‘rsie: with a bitterness that cri!- 
minatel in violence in the chamber 
| and bloodshed in the streets. 

Throughout Count Tisza had remain- 
ed seated and after the wounded 
Kovacs was removed he magnani- 
mously invited the House to “express 
your sympathy for the sad fate that 
has befallen this madman.” The three 
shots. fired at the President of the 
‘| Chamber buried’ themselves in his 
losk, . 

It appears that Kovacs while on his 
way to the Parliament Building eaid 
to friends. that if he succeeded in 
getting inside the chamber he. would 
not leave it alive. Kovacs is said to 
be in serious financial difficulties,

120. In fact, an attempt was made in 
Parliament to cancel the charter, on 
the ground that the company was a 
“non-user, The real development of 
the company’s territory did not begin 
” until the cession of Canada to Great 
Britain in 1763. Svon afterwards a ri- 
val concern, the Northwest Fur Com- 
pany, of Montreal, came into exist- 
ence, and a fierce contest between the 
two corporations ensued, only ending 
with their amalzamtion in 1821. From 
then until cofifederation the Hudson 
Bay Company continued to exercise 
full jurisdiction aver its far-flung pos- 
sessions, In 1869 the Deed of Surren-

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THE- VICTORIAN ORDER, 

Three Noblewomen Represented In 
Nursing Movement. 

The Victorian Order of Nurses for 
Canada was founded to mect real 
needs in the Dominion. Up to the 
timo of its organization there were 
two large classes of people who were 
left. practically unprovided -for in 
time of illness. There was first the 
class of the very poor, who could not 
afford to pay anything towards’ their 
nursing care, and, then, the much 
larger classes, necessarily in a new 
and prosperous country like Canada, 
of the people of moderate means, who 
were able and willing to pay some- 
thing towards their care, but could not 
pay the private. nurse's fees—moder- 
ate though these fees are—nor could 
they accommodate an extra person in 
their homes. These needs gone 
on for a long time, but it was not un- 
til the year 1897 that any satisfactory 
attempt was made to meet them. In 
that year, when all of the late beloved 
Queen’s: loyal subjects were seeking 
suitable memorials to commemorate 
her Diamond Jubilee, the happy 
thought came to Lady Aberdeen to 
found an Order of Nurses, whose spe- 
cial work would be the care of those 
two large classes. 8o the Victorian 
Order of Nurses was.founded, under 
royal charter, and the chief objects 


set forth. 

The objects are:— 

(1) To supply nurses thoroughly 
trained in hospital and district nurs- 
ing, and subject to one central auth- 
ority, for the nursing of the sick whu 
are otherwise unable to obtain trained 
nursing in their own homes, both in 
town and country districts; 


supplying district nurses into associa- 
ion a affiliation with the Order 
hich bears Her Majesty’s name, and 
to afford pecuniary or other aasist- 
ance to such loca] associations; 

(3) To maintsin, as a first necessity. 
a high standard of efficiency for all 
district nursing; 


(4) To assist in providing small cot 


a hospitals or nursing homes. 
hen in the yout 1900 Lady Minto 4 


who was then honorary president of 
the Order made an extended tour 
through the Dominion, and was. 5° 
impressed with the needs of the peo- 
pie in the newer—the outlying—parte 
of Canada for more adequate nursing 
care than could be given by méans of 
visiting or district nursing, that she 
was instrumental in starting a fund 
which finally settled into what is now 
known as the Lady Minto Cottage 
Hospital Fund. It is from the interest 
on this fund that grants are made 
from time to time towards the build- 
ing of small hospitals in parte where 
they are needed, and where there 
would be difficulty in raising the .ne- 
cessary money without such assist- 
ance. The next improvement was the 

Jan formulated in 1909, known as the 

y Grey County District Nursing 
Scheme. * 

Roughly outlined, it is to organize 
local associations in large couatry dis- 
tricta—twenty miles square or more— 
to supply trained nurses for the people 
on the ranches, farms, or homesteads, 
The nurses will have their headquar- 
ters in the most central spot possible, 
and will go to patients near aj hand, 
or five, ten, fifteen, or twenfy mile 
district.” They will combine district 
with continuous nursing, and we hopy 
that the nurses will not only prove 
nurses to the sick-and suffering, but 
also be friendly visitors, teachers, and 
advisers to the people in the lonely 
parts of this vast tand. 

The order is in its fifteenth year, 
and there are under it thirty-one town 
districts, one country district, seven- 
teen hospitals, and four training cen- 
tres. The staffs vary: from one of 
fifty-one nurses. There are now 188 
nurses working under the Order, It 
extends from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, has branches in every 
province, excepting little Prince Ed- 
ward Island, and each year the nurses 
are penetrating into new parts of the 
country.

The tast terrible visitation 
of the plague tn Engiand was in 
1694-66, by which 100,0U0. lives were 
lost in London alone.

000 houses, Including all the most 
densely populated portions of the city.

One cause for this the author of the book in 
quesiion found to lie in these facts: There are 
in Argentine a considerable number of French. 
men as well as Britishers, engaged in commer- 
cial pursuits; the young Frenchmen in Argentine 
are subject to the universal military service law 
enforced in France, and they are: under com- 
pulsion, either to return to France at a certain 
period and undertake their part of this service,

Chicago, June 21.—Five minutes 
waa thé eutire duration of the two 
sessions’ of the Republican national 
convention yesterday. with a recess 
of four hours’ between. 

The first session, convened at noon, 

last four minutes; the second, one 
minute, 
* The feature of the noon session was 
the prayer of the Very Rev. Walter T. 
Sumner, dean of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul of Chicago, 
which followed it. This prayer «differ- 
ed from that offered at the « nirg 
session on Tuesday, when Father 
Callaghan adhered strictly tu the as. 
ual form of Roman Catholic ritual; 
likewise from the invocation Wednes- 
dey by Rabbi Stolz, which was colcr- 
less and general in its terma. 

Dean Sumner dealt quite directly 
with the sensational factional conflict 
present in the minds of every person 
in the enormous auditorium, in'whose 
behalf he spoke, and prayea that 
there should be grarted to the mem- 
bers of the ecnvention “‘sell-restraint, 
cool judzuient and all wisdom, that 
their delibsrations may insure to the 
nation civic rizhteousness, industrial 
peace and social justice.” The eu- 
tire gathering, both on the floor and 
platform ard in the galleries, stocd 
during Dean Sumoper’s invocation, 
and as he closed. broke into quite 
genera] hand-clapping. 

The afternoon session was remark: 
able not so much for the fact that it 
lasted a bit-less than one minute, as 
for the extrar rdinary ‘conditions 
which ensued on its adjournment. 

Almost with the fall of Cl.airman 
Root’s gavel there broke out a pande- 
monium of cheering, which lasted 
about as long as that of the day he- 
fore. If had scarcely a@ definite cause, 
thcugh its immediate occasion was 
the effort of a inan in the weat gal.

It is not the purpose of this asso- 

ion to build this mad; 

rprise is far beyond the power of 

Private body or association; it is 
essentially a matter for the Govern- 
ments, Federal and Provincial. Bat 
the work which the Canadian Hiyh- 
way Association plans to do will, and 
dvance the construc- 
tion of the transcontinental highway. 

Education is the means whereby the 
cers of the Canadian Highway As- 
sociation plan to create and awaken 
th cry for good roads to such an ex- 
tent that the public all over Canada 
will rise and deniand this boon. Every 
year, in an indifferent, halting way, 
with something of the beggar's plea 
for alms, the tax-payers of this coun- 
try have Befitlened for better roads 
and for the improved highways. The 
intention is that’ in the future the 
economic necessity of good roads be 
so strongly impressed on the powers- 
that-be that adequate granta will be 
made without cavil.. And this is as it 
should be, for no country in the world 
is in greater need of good roads than 
Catiada is to-day, 

Ecnape because ‘its headquarters 
are in the Province of British Colum. 
bia, the work of the association has 
met with a greater success in the weat 
than han been the case in the east. 
The officers, or rather the majority of 
them, are western n.en in close touch 
with western conditions, and ac. 
quainted with western members of 
Parliament, both provincial an& fed- 
eral. Personal representation is a 
mighty leverage when concession is 
sought from a Government, and this 
has nm used repeatedly in British 
Columbia. The result is that a sum 
of $1,800,000 in excess of any previous 
appropriation was secured {rom the 
Legislature this year, and that a big 
portion of this is to be spent*on the 
construction of the British Columbia 
section of the Canadian highway.

The new web equipment has been 
fs.uel to seme ef t) infantry corps 
in Canada, and will shortly be taken 
into ge vernal use. It's elief feature is 
the ease with which the component 
perts ore assembied together, and the 
far great comfort to those who have 
to wear it. in comparison to the un- 
comlortable equipments of by-gone 
days. 

The main principle underlying the 
design of this web equipment is the 
sub-division of the complete set into 
what nay be called the “marching” 
and “tivhting’ portions. . 

The arrangement of this equipment 
allows a soldier to‘have normaly with 
Dims the whole of his equipment, 
while, when an action is imminent. 
the pack and its contents can be dix. 
carded, and extra amuunition in 
“emergency” bandoliers carried” in 
place vf the pack. 

This equipment is perfectly balanc- 
ed, is monde of flexible and woven 
webbing. ‘ . 

When marching at ease, the Lelt can 
be worn loose without the pack shift 
ing. The whole load is easily thrown 
on and off whem resting on the march 
and there are no straps crossing the 
chest to presa on the lungs. 

The component parts of the web 
equipment are: Waistbelt, frog, braces, 
cartridze carriers, pack, 2 supporting 
straps, haversack, waterbottie carrier,

GOOD CROP PROMISED. 


Reports Ave Optimistic In Spite of 
Meny Drawbacks. * 
Ottawa, June 27.—The fruit crop re- 


! port from the Department of Agricul! Ont... was drowned. 


ture speaks favorably for a good sea- 
sun throuchout the country. Despite 
the abnormal amveunt of rain that feli 
throughout May and early June, the 
crops on the whole are in good con: 
dition and have suffered nu injury 
excepting a few isolated instances 
where vegetables have been injured 
by frost in low lying fields. 

Prospects are maintained for an ex- 
cellent apple crop, though serious 
damage has been done in parts of 
eastern Ontario and Quebec by the 
tent caterpillar. The number of or- 
chards have been increased and par. 
ticularly heavy crops are expected 
fle Nova Scotia and British Colum. 
na. 

The pear crop per tree is also re- 
ported to be in geod condition though 
an amount of damage has been done 
by “blight,” but conditions are very 
favorable in British Columbia for # 
large crop. 

The plum crop in a little above the 
aversge, despite irregularities in the 
Japanese varieties and youl expecta. 
tions are held for European and Am- 
erican brands. 

The Niagara district has a good set- 
ting of most varieties of peaches, but 
the crop in southwest’ Ontario is re-

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Flood of Eulogy of the Frerich Race 
_ at Congress In Quebec ts. Rudaty 
Disturbed by Outsjoken Remarks 
of Senator Poirier Who Says 
His Compatriots Are Being 
_ Supptanted by the English. 


Quebec, June 37.—Amid the flood 
of eulogies which #o far has been the 
distinguishing feature nf the speeches 
at the French-speaking congress 
came one last night from a man who 
dared. to give the other side of the 
picture. to point out some of the dis- 
couraging features of the situation, 
and some glaring faults. «hich cry 
out for correction in the French- 
Canadian system of education. He 
was Senator Poirier of Nova Scotia, 
and he dared to criticize his fellow- 
Catholics for making “ton much 
noise in their devotion to their relig- 
ion.” While their secondary sch 
were am athe best in the world, 

} the more advanced courses of instruc- 
tion, he said, left much to be «desir. 
ed. and French-Canadians were stu- 
pidly allowing themselves to be push- 
ed aside from the itions they have 
held in the Dominiou. 

His temarke were received almost 
in silence. “He concluded with the 
words: “‘Do ‘not condemn me for 
what I have dared to say. 1 love my 
country, I have the pride of-my .ace. 
I ap French and I am Catholic. t 
give full honor to the devotion of 
our clergy. It is nut because I love 
my people less than others that 
have said these words. It is because 
I think I love them more.” 

Senator Poirier declared there were 
certain disquieting signs on the hori- 
zon. “Our izflience in the high 
councils of Parliament,” he said, “is 
not what it tas. In the public do- 
main we have stupidiy alicwed the 
strangers who have been pouring into 
the country to take away from us 
the Province of Manitoba, cur own 
Manitoba, without being aware of 
what was taking place until it was 
too late. The hest places. the’ mest 
important positions, have been taken 
away from us. ~ 

“Who-are the men who are carry- 
ing away the honors in science and 
literature? They are the graduates 
of the Protestant schools uf the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. Before our 
very faces they are taking away our 
honrs, while we are standine at the 
gate of the cemetery. luoking back at 
our glorious past, and doing nothing. 
Our religion remains. It is a glor- 
ious recompense but would it not 
be possible tc exnress our fidelity to 
it with a little lese noise? The peo 
ple of the other rates in Canada in- 
terpret it as an attack on their var- 
ious beliefs, and the consequence is 
that they become intolerant It is 
us of Acadia and the west who suffer 
as a@ result.”

The doctor testified ‘with much 
of his old-time vigor and then. par- 
rying the questions of F.E. Hodgins, 
K.C., with a humorous sally, or meet- 
ing some insinuations with emphatic 
denial. His counsel, Hartiey A. Dew- 
art, K.C.; was oon hatd to link alter 
the doctor's “rights, but the latter 
showed no dispositior ‘tu shield him- 
self behind. any” privilege. and ‘an- 
svered with apparent frankress every 
question put to him.) Mr. Dewart 
cailed*the,“attention “of the comiuir- 
sioner to an editorial which had ap- 
peared in’a Toronto paper on June 
21, and which he said so groes!y mis 
stated the facta that some proceeding 
in the nature of a contempt of court 
ought to be instituted. < Sir William 
Meredih made. tio comment. having 
upon .a previous occasion rebuked 
the paper. 

Wm, §. Calvert, ex-M.P., and for 
mer chief Liberal whip, appesred 
voluntarily as a witress and empiiat- 
icaliy denied that he had ever- re- 
ceived money frum Travers or from 
the Farmers’ Back in payment: pf his 
influence with the Government at the 
time that the certificate to the bank 
was issued by the Finance Depart- 
ment.
